The suit 
that Parks wore, by the way, was re- 
cently bought for him by Sheriff An- 
derson who selected one almost exactly 
of the pattern worn -when the crime 
was committed. This Avas to aid the 
government witnesses in identification. 
Judge Emery of Portsmouth, who is 
Parks' counsel, has no assistance. At- 
torney General Hames was present at 
the state's table with County Attorney 
Mathews. The entire afternoon was con- 
sumed ia making up the jury. A panel 
of thirty-nini was exhausted and only ten 
jurors had been selected. A new pacel 
has been ordered for tomorrow and in 
the morning the necessary two will be 
selected. 
The defence is entitled to 


twenty challenges with out reason. Six 
teen challenges were used this after- 
noon, but no reasons were given. Parks 
%vat informed that he might challenge 
any juror called, but he feft that to his 
counsel. Several on the panel were ex- 
cused for reasons of their own, some of 
them affirming that they had formed an 
opinion on the case. After the jury is 
completed it is expected that it will take 
two days to try the case. It is under- 
stood that fifty dollars a day is the price 
to be paid the insanity experts. The 
names of the ten jurymen secured thus 
fuirarf: Fiank S. Libby, Mai shall Pike, 
Frank Hall, Ivory W. Murphy, Jethro 
Hurd, Elmer A. Littlefielcl, Eldridge 
Tibbetts, Almond Walker, Herbert Em- 
mons.

A Grand Feature for the State, Mak- 


ing Beaches All Accessible. 


A talk with Arthur T. Dudley, civil 


engineer and a member of the boule- 
vard

zette that the proposed ocean boulevard 
to be begun this year will be the most 
important improvement, rankinjj only 
second to that of the development of 
the system of electric railways in this

A Itenutltul 
Shade. 


Very beautiful things are now be- 


ing made out of crepe paper and many 
of them even the novice can make un- 
aided. The lamp shade here shown is 
made of white paper (costing from Q 
to lOc. a roll, four rolls required for 
the shade), with a top and bottom edg- 
ing of a rich purple. Join (by pasting 
or sewing) two rolls of paper together 
at both narrow ends, forming an end- 
less ring of paper edged with purple 
top and bottom. Also join the two re- 
maining rolls in similar manner. Place 
one ring over the other ring1. It might 
be stated here that two people working 
together can better manage the paper, 
which is refractory iu character. 


A PRETTY LAMP SHADE. 


Both rings are then adjusted around 


your plain wire frame, the upper part 
of the paper to protrude above the 
neck of the frame from 0 to 10 inches, 
according to choice. Gather all thia 
fullness in closely around the jieck and 
fasten with a ribbon or string—either 
will do, as the fullness of paper, which 
should be pressed cldwnward will 
cover up this fastening. On opposite 
corners the upper piece of paper is 
raised a trille and caught to the frame 
by a few stitches, over which is placed 
a bnuch of chrysanthemums with 
green leaves. The 
leavesj can be 


bought for a few cents and-the flowers 
are made of white tissxtc paper, cut ac- 
cording to pattern, five Inches across, 
the petals being crinkled. Ten pieces 
(see illustration) are placed one above 
another and fastened in the center 
with a bit of wire. While very simple 
of manufacture, this shade when com- 
pleted 
Is 
very 
handsome.—Emma

Tn discussing the legal status of the 


Philippine women we hazarded the 
giiess that they might possftss already, 
according to their crude laws more 
rights than their civKized sisters. From 
the Chicago Elite we clip the following: 


In the Philippine Islands the law 


which relates lo the propeity of mar- 
ried people is entirely in favor of the 
wife. Any property a bride, may pon- 
sess is never by any chance settled up- 
on the husband, and if he is poor aud 
she well off he can only become at 
most administrator of her possessions. 
After death, unless she has executed a 
deed iu her husband's favor, under a 
lawyer's eye, the property jjoes to her 
children and blood relations, but none 
to her husband. 
A married woman al- 


so retains her maiden name*, and adds 
to it that of her husband w.th the pre- 
fix "de." and the children bear the 
names of both parents. 


Every one of these legal rights will 


be forfeited by the women of the isl- 
ands if our Government establishes the 
statutes that prevail in th<* vast ma- 
jority of the States of our Union.

The law, however, requires, as a mat- 
ter of fairness that the collector should 
not eat during the siege, so the stron- 
gest stomach wins. This rule, in spite 
of its absurdity, is paralleled by our 
own law, which allows starving a jury 
into a verdict. In some cases the col- 
lectors are systematically put through 
a course of training to enable them to 
go for a long time without food.

Sergt. Henry Wagmr, one of th« 


martyrs of the Maine, bad a record 
that any young naval man might. b« 
proud of. His body was sent to Key 
West. This story 2s told of Wagner by 
SergL Cromwell Stacey, of the Thir- 
teenth United States Infantry, now 
stationed on Governor's island: 


"Wagner and I were shipmates with 


some fifteen of the other brave fel- 
lows killed on the Maine, when the 
trouble took place in Brazil a few years 
ago. We were there with Admiral 
^enhani on th« flagship San Francis- 
'co. Wagner was First Sergeant of 
Marines, and 1 was a bugler. 
We 


served together for thirteen months 
and became good friends. Wagner of- 
ten talked of his boyhood days in Ger- 
many, and told mu how he ran away 
from school at the time of the Franco- 
Prussian war and joined the German 
Army in the field. Three times he was 
taken back home, but his military ard- 
or caused him to hurry away to the 
front again as soon as he could escape. 


"At last he joined a battery of field 


artillery, and in the latter part of the 
great battle of Gravelotte his battery 
captured a position that had been held 
by the French. One of the French of- 
ficers was on the ground dying, and 
Wagner raised him up tenderly and 
gave him a drink of water. The officer 
wore on his breast a cross of the Leg- 
Ion of Honor, and with his trembling 
fingers he unclasped it and pinned it 
to Henry Wagner's coat 
When the 


war ended Wagner came to America, 
and almost immediately entered the 
naval service. He was a brave, hon- 
orable soldier."
